AppreviaTions: ore such a recognized 
feature’ of duily life nowadays, even in the 
most select journalistic circles, where men 
are proud to call themselves MJ.I, and 
still more so among business men, that we 
were sowewhat surprised recently when a 
critic, for whose opinion we have coneider- 
able respect, suggested that it isa fault to 
refer constantly to an important department 
of the Colonial Government as the P,W.D.

the matter. This week the receipt of a copy 
of the Singapore, Free Press with a long 
article ‘on the subject of sbbreviations 
generally ‘has suggested that perhaps it 
affords more interest than might be suppos- 
ed, According to our contemporary,“ the’ 
question of how far it is permissible to use 
abbreviations has vexed the minds of many 
righteous. A very learned bishop, for 
instance, objecta strongly to receiving a 
letter‘dated ‘27 Nov. ‘05’ on the ground 
that it is discourteous, ‘I am’ he ead 
‘thoroughly against abbreviations ou 
principle and thoroughly dislike them, I 
‘eannot understand even the. busy man 
writing ’06, auy more than T can tolerate 
his talking of nineteen one. I am persunded 
abbreviations Lave an unwholesome effect 
on men’s minds. It would not inconvenience 
apyone if the full and proper outlines were 
made,’" Men who consider themselves

busier than the busiest of bishops will call 
this distinctly unreisonable, and wo #0 
regard it; but the first quedtion open 
for scrious argument ia the one suggested | 
by the bisbop’s wholesale denunciation. Are 
abbreviations legitimate, or ara they not? 
When woe come to necessary compromises, 
wo arrive ot mere questions of taste, which 
cannot be argued reasonably ; and we quite 
recognise that moat people are in the incon- 
sistont position, if thoy object to some, of 
countenancing others, The Bishop would 
be shocked, doubtless, tv have it pointed 
out that there are abbreviations in his awn 
critiasm. In the. passage. quoted, the 
element of abbreviation has even given room 
for ambiguity, though we know what be 
meaus when he writes “I cannot understand 
even the busy man writing '06". That. is 
a condensed or, abbreviated way of stating 
that it is impossible for him to appreciate 
the object of or adyuntage-to the, busy man 
who writes "06 for 1906; and the bishop is 
quite in error in cuppesing that he objects 
to the principle of abbreviation, Even for 
a bishop with mueh leisure it i a necessary 
principle, and all be really objects to is the 
form in which the principle oceasionally

people, tho probable extont of need in cuge of 
famine, and public works,’ Tho Budget mukes 
annual provision for faminoa whether they occur 
ornot, In tho relief extended the gov-roment 
aims at proventiog denih snd at beurflting the 
individual, Wages are better for the individual 
than doles, Accordingly the able-bodied man is 
given employment on public works, for which he 
is paidin money. Thaamount is paid much less 
than ihe normal wage but it is sufficient to keep 
body and soul together. Provisions are bought by 
the Government in large quantities transported 
at the lowost possible rates to the acene of dis- 
tress, and there wold at the lowest poasible prices 
to those who need them. The weak, the infirm, 
the aged, the women, and the children are 
provided for in other ways, ;

THE ARBUTHNOT FAFLURE. 


Tho proceedings at Madras on Nov. 17th at 
length place the public im possession of some of 
the facts inconnestion with the Arbuthnot failure 
seys the Rangoon Gazette.

Booth is o very remarkable man, but, after all, 
many for more remarkable tourists hove como 
to this country—and it is hardly likely that 
“Genoral" Booth’ will spend the money thot 
oll tourists of distinction nro expected to spond 
notwithstanding tho fact that a ‘good, kind 
lady gave him £4,000. tho other day. ‘for 
“work in Japav.” “General” Booth, so 
far us wo know, has not yot refuted tho damag- 
ing statements concerning the Salvation Army 
made in Mr. John Maason'a book, a volumo 
whioh clearly abows that tha “ General” ought 


first of all to “ oxamino” the work of the orga-.. 


nisntion of which ho ia head at homo bofaro 
coming to undertake such a duty out hare, 
Bosides, what examination of the work in thix 
country can bo required? Tho “ General” 
(saya Heuter) made publie the statement that 
tiro-Sulvation Army has boon instramontal in 
saving thirty thousand geisha from a state of 
bondage! We do not wish to bolittle the good 
social work done by tho Salvationista in Jopan, 
but in olnesing the unfortuoate inmates of tho 
liconsed boures with the much-moligned geisha 
“General” Booth is showing that ho knowa 
little or nothing of tho work of his Army oat 
hore, We doubt if as many as thirty geishs 
have been “convorted ” by the Salvation Ary, 
and while its followers may have been inaten- 
mantal in rescuing gome of the womon of ill- 
fame tho thirty-thousand requires authentio 
vorification before the figures may bo taken as 
accurate, Many Japanese organisations have 
suceesetally undertaken similar work, and whilo, 
as wo have said, wo fully appreciate much that 
Kaa been accomplished by the Salvation Army 
there can be no doubt that ite satellites in Japan 
often take upon themselves too muol responal- 
bility in introding whero thay hava po right 
whatever. Tho plea for drastic remedies for the 
social evil cannot hold good until the streots of 
London—the headquarters’ of the Salvation 
Army—are ds rospoctable a4 those ia Japan, and 
until tbe London muzsio-hells and thoatres ara 
ag free From vice as aro cimilar places of amuso- 
ment in this country. Wodo not wish to hold 
up Japon as a paragon of. what other nations 
ought to be—far. from it—but when the 
Sslvationists oan show that their own country 
furnishes a model of propricty ia matters which 
they seek to remedy here, then will they have 
some ‘claim upon other countries including 
Jopan. Tho Salvation Army's intermeddling 
is greatly resented by a larze section of the 
Japanese people, and we do not think there, are 
muny after all who aro 0 aoxioua to welcome 
“Genoral” Bouth. Thoy may bs interosted in 
his life ag printed in Japancso; thoy may find 
consolation in the blood und fire of the Japanese 
War Cry; they may even flock in hundrada to. 
gaze at this truly “Grand Old Maa.” He has

their fingers’ ends, Bat it should ta 
mentioned that there is a younger class 
of osdets at the college, compozed of

A vory sensible despatch bas boen addressed 
to hia Government hy the Japanese Consul in 
Foochow, according to tho Michi Nicht 
Shimbun, Ho points ont that large and 
inoressing numbers of foreigners who reside at 
the treaty porta in China, take advantage of 
their summer holidays or of the Now Your to. 
visit Japan, but that, in the great majority of 
cases. tacy come homo discontented and 
complaining. They flad the steamer accormmoda- 
tion and railway accommodation very inforior. 
That might be endured, porbaps, bat the bad 
hotels and the very high charges are more 
serious matters. Owing to these defects 
tourists are often obliged to turn back on the 
threshold of their travels, They find that 
a visit to o country: where everything 
should be comparatively cheap, would cost 
more than they can afford. ‘Thou there is tho 
farther dissdvantaye that great ignorance 
prevails af the China ports with regard to 
opportunities and itinorariea in Japau. The 

elcome Society aud the Sanyo Railway 
Authorities take considorable pains to advertis» 
and to send round valuable maps.and cirealers. 
But thoy do not distribute them wisely, It is 
not cnough to send such things to the foreign 
consuls, They should bo addressed olso—aud 
numerously ‘ addrossed——to foreign clubs ond 
libraries, and they should bacompiled with a view 
to conveying o greater smount of conorete 
informatinn, so that intendiug touriats may bo 
able to form’a clear plan of cumpsign and to 
kuow ‘beforchand what exponse it will, involve 
approximately.

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THE YELLOW PERIL. 

There ara some good people to whom “ tho 
yellow peril” is very ronal, They foar tho over- 
whelming advance of millions of Mongolians, 
armed and trained in modern warfare. To 
them, China ias soothing caldron from which 
sball ieaue some day a vast horde of infuriated 
soldiora, lod by a roinosrnation of Kublai Khan, 
to re-conquer the Asiatic races no longer own- 
ing tho suzorainty.of the Son of Heaven, aud 
to desoond upon Enrope like the Turtara of o 
byo-gono ago, spreading destruction and dis- 
may, perhaps to ravish and onslave. It is im. 
possible to allay the fears of thos far seeing 
Po-sinniats, Their fears may ba compared with 
those of anticipatora af the ‘earth's, destruction 
by frost or fire. Natura, thoy forget, brings 
M8 OWL compensations, If the Earopoan and 
other races aro to go down before the Chinesn, 
the people of the day will have boon propared 
for the blow. The blast is aver tempored for 
the shorn Jomb, We conaider it moro likely, 
howervor, that othor forces will bein operation 
to prevent aconquest of tho civilised world. by 
tho Chinose or any combination of the yellow 
races. Influonces that are not war'ike--tha 
trehd towards intornatioual peace, ta respect 
tho territorial aud commorcial rights of 
sthers,—are spreading, and thoagh the 
millonniug is still a long way off, there is 
leas likoliiood of turbulent erupt‘ong ‘amongat 
the civilised races of tha future. ‘These thoughts 
bring no comfort: to our pessimistic friends. 
They point to China's efforts to crente a modorn 
army. Thoy think an army can oxist only for 
aggression. They forget that peace haa to ‘bo 
innintained within a ccuntry's own borders, and 
‘that the tendency is to reduco armies to-day to 
the smallest limits consistont with the maintan- 
anga of ponco, Japin it is to be regrattad 
had_to fight to secure the respect ‘of 
(bo Powers, It is highly unlikely that she shall 
have to fight again, unless it be to withstand 
a retaliatory onslaught from Russia, China on 
the other baud, has always had the reapect of 
the Powera. ‘They have always hesitated to 
attack hor, oron under the most rorions provoca- 
tion. If the occupants of tle Peking Logations 
fn 1900 had boon conducted to the soa coast and 
given. tho opportunity +o leave the country 
unmolested, instead of -being attacked aud 
immarod within the Legation arca the Powers 
would have probibly hesitated and debated the 
course of procedury so. long that no punitive 
expedition would have started for Peking.
